council bai not yet been made, but 
be if under the impression that this 
part of It Is a certainty. They are 
now waiting on finances, and expect 
to hare the necessary amount by the 
ibore date. 


The plant will be located on the 


Jot between the Central of Georgia 
.railroad and the Central ice plant. 
The present plans provide for a plant 
at a cost of 160,000, and this amount 
will be asked for by the city. Tbe 
fixtures of the present plant 
and 


the machinery will be also added to 
the new plant, which will make It 
one that will give ample water and 
lights for the city of Dothan. 
The 


plant now being used coat approxi- 
mately $30,000, and with this added 
to the cost of the erection of the new 
one will make the plant cost about 
190,000. 


Hr. Pllcher stated that an effori

,a municipal building site.

him 911 hookworms were removed 
In the fall of 1909 and during that
